Sunday, however, 
was calm and fairly warm, and 
the afternoon 'was bright with 
sunshine. 

Because of the continued drift 
ing an estimate of the total of 
the winter’s snow fall locally is 
difficult, but most people think 
there must have been about 3 
feet b v the present tim e if it 
were on the level. Coulees and 
every low place is drifted full of 
packed snow almost as hard as 
ice, and when melting starts 
the entire countryside will be a 
series of mi nature lakes and 
brooks. A Chinook with a few 
weeks of mild weather would Ik? 
about th e most welcome thing 
that could arrive just now. Feed 
is going to be scarce indeed if 
the severe wept her keeps up 
very many more weeks. 

The cold weather ha3 even 
stopped the ice harvest- The men 
say that when it so cold if you 
haippen to drop a block of ice it 

will break right in two.

".modities from wheat import- 
b\; countries has decreased 
during the depression years by 
about 30 per cent The sale of 
nv‘ oat from Canada anad other 
wheat exporting countries has 
Vso decreased bv approximately 
1 30 per cent. . This, of course, is 
in *t what might be expected. 

R is evident, therefore, that 
as (lie wheat importing count¬ 
ries of the world are able to 
sjl more of their own goods, 
commodities and seii/icss, they 
will V 2 rbl.o to purchase more 
Canadian and other export 
nn heats. 

Tt can 1)© said, then, finally, 
that the welfare of the Western 
C mad a farmers depends very 
nvuch on thc willingness of the 
notions of thc world to buy each 
o iler’s goods. Canada, of course, 
must do her full share of this 
buying from other:} if she is tr» 
increase her sales ol» wheat. 

The following factors have 
tended to raise the price of 
wheat: Extraordinary bidding 
fj v Australian and Canadian 
wheat that is in store in Europe, 
countries apparently stocking 
u;> for possible war;—Drought 
C reateniiig Chinese wheat crop;

Money — the financial resources of small investors — was 
loaned Alberta in good faith, and at a time when the province 
needed help. Shall we break faith with these. our fellow- 
citizens? Shall we not rather preserve our good name of being 
square shooters f Shall we not rather build up than break 
down the integrity and honesty which are, without doubt, the 
best policy? 

Alberta is a great province, with wonderful natural re¬ 
sources. The development of these resources offers a bright 
future. 1 his outlook has been hampered by ill-conceived legis¬ 
lation aimed to ‘soak the rich' but which in reality hurts the 
little fellows.

It strives 
to ameliorate extreme poverty 
and indecent living conditions 
in slums. And physically it 
guards youth particularly from

(Wc 
do not call them news, for they 
are largely fictional embroidery 
of the sordid facts, sensational¬ 
ized for purposes of sale and 
passing away beyond the need 
lor intelligent irtfjormation.) 

There is a question about 
what kind at quarantine can be 
put on such contagion by soc¬ 
iety. It is difficult to sea bow 
the evil effects of such an en¬ 
croaching environment can be 
'cssened by law. But public opin 
ion—if it has not become too 
insensitive to feel the insidious 
threat to right thinking and 
right living that such reading 
material carries—can definitely 
show its disapproval. To start 
with, the individual can improve 
his mental environment. He can 
turn to cleaner and more sat¬ 
isfying thought food.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

WEEKLY LETTER 

WINTER CARE OF 
BROOD MARES 


It is estimated that only a- 
baut 60 per cent of the mares 
bred each year produce living 
foals and while this condition 
cannot be attributed to any 
single cause it is certain that the 
lack of proper care of the preg 
nant mare is one of the import 
ant reasons for this low per¬ 
centage of foals produced- Fur¬ 
ther, it may be safely stated 
that a lair proportion of the 
Unsoundnesses which appear in 
young hores may be attributed 
directl v to either accidents or 
lack of proper nutrition while 
the foal was still in the dam’s 
body. 

Breeding the working mare 
places a double duty on her and 
consequently it is only right 
that $he should receive some¬ 
thing better in the way of feed 
and care than the larm gelding. 
Moreover since a in-foal- mare 
promises to provide two sources 
of income, farm power and a 
colt, she is likely to leturn 
greater dividends for any extra 
feed and attention spent on her 
than will the other draft anim¬ 
als on the farm. This does not 
mean that the pregnant mare 
should be pampered b v over 
feeding and lack of exercise. 
On the contrary, the mare will 
be healthier, parturition easier, 
and the foal stronger at birth 
if she is used on slow light 
work nearly every day. Heavy 
work requiring strain or caus¬ 
ing excitement is better left 
entirely to openmares or geld¬ 
ings- 

Since she requires feed both 
fior the maintenance of her own 
body and for the development 
of the fetus, the in-foal mare 
should receive something more 
than a bare maintenance ration. 
At the same time the qualit., 
of the ration is just as jmpo t- 
ant as the quantity. The de¬ 
mands of the fetus are rarticul 
arly heavy for protein to he 


used in the development of 
muscle tissue and lor mineral;, 
notably calcium and phosphorus 
foi the development of hone. 

Legume hay f,ed either alone 
or mixed with a grass hay, or 
even with a small amount of 
straw makes a good roughage 
ration for brood mares. If the 
mares are idle a liberal allow¬ 
ance of high quality roughage 
alone will usually be sufficient 
to keep them in good condition, 
but if they are at work or for 
any reason do not appear thrifty 
nn effort should be made to feed 
some grain. Oats is perhaps the 
best single grain Dor horses- It 
is safe, light, palatable, and fair 
ly well balanced. Twenty-five 
per cent of wheat bran ircluded 
m the grain ration ha& a beiu’fi 
cial regulatory and conditioning 
effect. , 

At this Station pi eg nant mar¬ 
es have access to a mixture o r : 
20 per cent of tf.cnocalcium ol 
phosphate and £0 per cent salt 
in a mineral box. The inclusion 
of 20 per cent of monocalcium 
phosphate with the salt is a 
good method of insuring ample 
amounts of calcium and phos¬ 
phorous for bone development 
aie being supplied. Where there 
is any danger of iodine deficien¬ 
cy in the diet (and these area* 
arc quite extensive in Alberta) 
pregnant mares should be fed 
iodine supplement. This may bo 
supplied by dissolving one-quar- 
ler teaspoonful of potassium 
iodide in a small amount of 
warm water, and feeding this 
mixed with grain to each preg¬ 
nant mare at intervals of two 
weeks from January 1 t 0 foal¬ 
ing time-

PROTECTIVE FOODS 


Why do we eat food ? To ap¬ 
pease hunger of course, but the 
real reason is that food when 
properly digested furnishes us 
with the various substances 
needed to keep the body work¬ 
ing at the highest efficiency. 

bodv ver y much like a 
machine it needs fuel, or energy 
to keep it going, and it also 
needs other materials to repair 
and replace the wear and tear 
on it. 

In order to supply all the var¬ 
ious substances necessary to 
keep the human engine going 
and to replace the natural wear 
and tear, w e should build up 
our meals around certain easily 
obtainable foods. Everyone 
should take a pint to a pint and 
a half of milk each day (children 
at least one and one-half pints.) 
including the amount used in 
the cooking, one egg, two vege¬ 
tables besides potatoes, and 
som© fresh fruit. Although this 
sounds simple, the reader may 
he surprised to find when look¬ 
ing back on what was eaten 
todav, how far he came from 
reaching his goal. 

Why has the reader not reach 
ed this goal? The most frequent 
fault is the eating of too much 
sugar- This does not necessarily 
mean sugar in its straight form, 
but as used in cooking, jams, 
marmalades preserved fruits 
and other foods which contain 
a lot of sugar. Sugar is of val¬ 
ue as a source of energy or 
heat, but it does not supply any 
proteins, minerals, vitamins or 
fots. All these food substances 
are necesary for good health 
See therefore that you do not 
take too much sugar and thus 
crowd out some of the essential 
foods. 

A second most common fault 
is the consumption of too much 
starch in a purified form, such 
as is found in whit e bread, cake, 
nastry and highly purified 
breakfast cereals. Again, one of 
the main values of these highly 
purified flours is to supply en¬ 
ergy or heat, and thes e foods 
have a place in our dietary, but 
a careful survey has shown that 
we must guard against eating 
thorn to excess. 

Exc?ss consumption of either 
purified flours or sugars can be 
avoided if you build up your 
nuals around one to one and a 
half pints of milk one egg, two 
vegetables besides potato! and 
raw fruit daily, and then after 
you have eaten these protective 
ojit what you like.
